Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gontlomcn, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1970. 

The  population  has  once  again  increased,  this  time  by 
appre  xirnatcly  270  persons,  and  new  stands  at  l8,300,  Thv.re  has 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  births  in  a higher  ratio  to 
that  of  the  incrK,ase  in  the  number  of  deaths  implying  that  the 
population  m.'ving  into  our  area  is  of  the  younger  age  group. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  continues  to  be 
relatively  low  v;ith  th.,  cxoe].ticn  of  measles.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  disease  will  also  steadily  disappear  v/ith  the  increased 
use  being  mad^  of  the  vaccine  which  has  been  found  to  be  very 
effective  in  preventing  the  sjjrcad  of  this  disease.  The  number 
of  cases  of  dysentery  notified  at  fourteen  is  higher  than 
appears  in  our  neighbouring  Districts  and  this  may  be  accounted 
for  by  two  reasons,  namely  that  wo  hav;.  a large  hcsp.ital  for 
mental  retardation  in  the  area,  and  it  is  in  institutions  of 
such  a nature  th^t  frequently  cases  occur,  and  also  we  have 
a V.  ry  active  Practice  in'  Holmes  Chapel  who  take  a go«-d  deal 
of  trouble  in  diagnosing  cases  cf  diarrhoea  and  vcmiting. 

There  is  no  d-'ubt  that  a.  good  deal  of  dysentery  and  fO' d 
pedsoning  occurs  in  the  Country  at  large  which  is  not  properly 
die.  nosed  and  c^.rtainly  nev^r  notified.  I should  liki.  to  remind 
the  Council  that  both  dysentery  and  food  poisoning  are  notifiable 
dis'^ases . 


I would  also  like  to  drav/  attention  to  the  groat  deal  of 
work  being  carried  out  by  our  Public  Health  Dcpartm.nt.  In 
addition  to  the  general  Public  Health  duties  Mr.  Kirkham  ma.nages 
very  v-ffoctively  the  Refuse  Collection  service  and  supervises 
it’s  proper  disposal.  This  has  been  one  of  the  most  successful 
departments  that  the  Council  has  operat-^d  ovv.r  the  past  twenty 
years  since  it  took  on  the  responsibility  for  refuse  collection 
and  disposal  as  opposed  to  having  contractors  to  do  the  job. 

I v/ell  remember  when  th^  discuss^  cn  took  ;.'lacc  at  the  Public 
H'j-alth  Committee  and  how  our  present  Chairman,  Ald.rman  Hollinshoadj 
had  to  contend  with  tremendous  oppositirn  be fere  the  Council 
would  accept  a comprehensive  scheme.  I think  that  now  it  can  be 
said  with  a gr.at  deal  of  truth  that  v^c  have  a first  class  scheme 
for  refuse  ccllocticn  and  disposal  in  the  Rural  District  and  this 
is  being  im  .roved  uper-  all  the  time  as  modern  methods  of  collection 
and  dis‘ osal  are  being  developed. 
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In  addition,  our  Public  Health  Inspectors  cs-rry  out  frequent  and 
detailed  supervision  and  control  of  all  preiiuscs  connected  v/ith  food 
and  as  the  Chief  Inspector  has  pointed  out  we  have  at  Holmes  Chapel 
a very  large  organisation  which  imports  food  from  overseas  and  Vi/hich 
subsequently  is  distributed  all  over  the  country.  It  is,  therefore, 
necessary  and  essential  that  close  inspection  cind  supervision  of  this 
establisliment  is  maintained. 

I would  also  like  to  point  out  the  valuable  and  important  work 
which  the  Chief  Health  Inspector  carries  out  in  the  field  of 
Housing  Management.  The  Tenants  Selection  Committee  pays  particular 
attention  to  this  imi^ortant  work  and  attaches  to  it  the  attention  it 
deserves.  It  can  be  said  without  ary  fear  of  contradiction  that 
Congleton  R.D#C«  has  evolved  a system  of  housing  allocation  fairly 
and  equitably  and  every  attention  is  paid  to  individual  needs  and 
special  cases.  A great  deal  of  social  work  is  done  by  Mr.  Kirkham 
and,  particularly  in  medical  cases  when  I Join  him,  we  make  sure 
that  everyone’ s needs  are  properly  assessed  and  fairly  dealt  with. 

This  can  only  be  made  possible  with  the  backing  and  support  of  an 
active  Committee  and  we  as  Officers  are  grateful  indeed  for  havirig  thi 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  both  our 
Chief  Public  Health  In^-)ector,  Mr.  Kirkham,  and  his  assistant, 
l^Ir.  Malcolm  Rigby,  together  with  the  staff  of  the  Healtli  Department 
whom  I have  found  alv/ays  most  co-operative  and  helpful  in  anything 
I ask  them  to  do.  I would  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Birtv/istle  for 
his  contribution  to  this  Report  and  finally  Mr.  Arthur  Llolyneux, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to  whom  I always  turn  for  help  and  guidance 
in  the  interpretation  of  -ny  duties  in  relation  to  the  Council’ s wishes

As  can  be  seen  there  is  a considerable  reduction,  but  this  ctJi 
probably  be  explained  by  the  feet  that  during  this  period  the  Welfare 
Department,  now  the  Social  Services  Department,  have  develoj.ed  an 
admirable  scheme  of  Day  Care  and  many  of  the  recipients  who  would  normally 
have  meals  delivered  to  their  homes  are  now  taken  to  County  Homes,  daily 
or  on  several  occasions  during  the  iv^eek  and  thus  are  more  adequately  catered 
for.  It  should  be  home  in  mind  that  n reduction  of  one  person  in  the  list 
would  be  s.pi;roxlmately  100  meals  less  in  a year.

Accordingly  the  present  arrangements  for  the  whole  ^^e  northern  area 
were  reviewed  and  the  report  of  November,  1970,  recommended  that  the  Treatment 
Works  at  Holmes  Chapel  should  be  enlarged  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the 
Parishes  of  Brereton,  Cranage,  Goostrey  and  Tweralow. 


At  an  interview  with  a Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government, 

(late  Department  of  The  Environment)  Inspector,  he  expressed  his  complete 
agreement  with  the  proposals  to  discharge  the  sewage  to  one  central  treatment 
plant  and  recommended  that  the  proposals  should  be  submitted  in  outline  to  the 
Ministry  as  soon  as  possible. 


Having  regard  for  the  variable  type  of  ground  met  in  the  Rural  District, 
which  can  be  clay,  dry  sand,  running  sand,  peat  and  of  course  rock  in  the  south, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  test  the  subsoil  by  sinking  boreholes  where 
considered  desirable  along  the  lines  of  the  proposed  sewers  and  rising  mains. 

It  is  considered  that  Contractors  armed  with  this  information  prior  to 
tendering  will  submit  more  realistic  prices  for  excavation  works. 

With  the  decision  to  design  a comprehensive  scheme  for  the  northern  area,  th 
need  for  rapid  progress  with  survey  work  became  apparent,  if  the  programme  is  to 
be  completed  to  time.  The  Council  decided  to  engage  an  outside  firm  of  surveyors 
to  undertake  the  survey  work  on  the  sewers.

Development  commenced  on  a housing  site  in  the  Village,  The  Contractors 
agreed  to  make  a contribution  towards  the  cost  of  improvements  necessary 
at  the  works. 

Church  Hulme 

Holmes  Chapel 

The  Council  accepted  the  p\iraping  station  constructed  by  Seddons  Ltd, 
on  their  Middlewich  Road  Housing  Scheme. 

The  new  works  comnassioned  in  19^9  "settled  down"  to  produce  a very  good 
effluent  after  intial  problems  resulting  from  the  trade  wastes  contained  in  the 
raw  sewage. 

Church  Lawton 

Snapes  Aqueduct  Sewage  Treatment  Works 

It  was  decided  to  plant  a tree  screen  on  the  westerly  side  of  these  works. 
Land  was  bought  for  the  purpose  and  planting  was  undertaken  by  the  Council's 

staff. 

The  works  produced  satisfactory  results. 

Goostrey 

The  River  Authority  expressed  alarm  at  the  increasing  flow  of  sewage  to  the 
treatment  works.  Nevertheless  a satisfactory  report  was  received  in  February 
and  again  in  May  on  the  effluent  as  discharged  to  Bradshaw  Brook.

A planning  permission  was  given  for  a considerable  extension  to  the 
Sykes  P^m^WorL^t  Tetton  in  the  Parish  of  Moston.

The  pump  at  the  treatment  works  installed  in  1935  finally  failed  and  it 
was  agreed  to  provide  a Sykes  pump#  Although  fairly  expensive  the  pump 
is  supplied  by  a firm  having  a local  depot.  Future  repairs,  therefore,  should 
be  more  easily  arranged  when  these  become  necessary. 


Somerford 

Blackfirs  Drainage 

Work  on  the  scheme  commenced  at  the  beginning  of  August,  and  by  December 
it  was  nearly  completed,  280  yds.  of  9”  and  660  yds.  of  6"  dia.  sewer  having 
been  laid. 

The  sewage  is  to  be  discharged  by  meter  to  the  Congleton  Borough  Council’s 
sewers.  The  reason  for  requiring  metering  apparently  results  from  the  need  to 
ensure  that  all  surface  water  is  excluded. 


Maintenance  of  Machinery 

The  Council  agreed  a scheme  for  systematic  inspection  by  the  Electricity 

Board  of  the  electrical  plant  in  15  pumping  stations,  and  at  the  Holmes  Chapel 
sewage  treatment  works. 


It  was  also  decided  to  enter  into  maintenance  agreements  with  the  manufacturer 
o some  of  the  mechanical  equipment  at  the  Holmes  Chapel  sewage  treatment  works.

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  this  report,  Work  Study  is  v/oll 
advanced  towards  establishing  a bonus  scheme  in  accordance  with 
the  nationally  agreed  productivity  schemes. 

Staff  has  again  remained  constant  and  no  recruiting  difficulties 
h£ive  occurred. 

Approximately  800  properties  are  now  on  the  plastic  bin  liner 
scheme  which  is  adopted  on  all  new  development  sites. 

The  free  collection  service  for  bulky  items  of  house  refuse  is 
in  heavy  demand  and  there  v/ere  approximately  26o  special  calls 
made  during  this  year.  The  spare  side  loader  is  used  for  this 
work  and  when  this  vehicle  goes  out  of  service,  it  is  hoped  that 
one  of  the  mechanical  compression  type  of  vehicles  can  be  adapted 
to  feed  bulky  refuse. 

The  Council  have  agreed  that  the  southern  part  of  the  area, 
approximately  one  half  of  the  total,  should  dispose  of  its 
refuse  at  the  Alsager  Pulverisation  Plant.  This  system  is  due  to 
operate  from  the  1st  October  1971.  The  remainder  of  the  refuse 
will  continue  to  be  tipped  at  the  Council’s  Depot  at  Arclid, 
whore  control  is  at  present  effected  by  a Fordson  tractor  of 
considerable  age  fitted  with  Rotapeds.  It  is  expected  that  this 
vehicle  will  require  replacement  by  a properly  tracked  vehicle.

The  industrial  tip  tal-cen  over  by  the  Council  following  nuisance 
proceedings  in  the  High  Court  has  now  been  agreed  by  the  Council 
for  reclamation  as  a golf  course.  The  scheme  is  being 
prepared  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  under  the  advice,  insofar 
as  the  toxic  materials  on  the  tip  are  concerned  of  the  Atomic 
Energy  Commission  at  Harwell.  The  Council  have  also  taken  over 
an  adjoining  domestic  refuse  tip  evened  by  the  Sandbach  U.D.C. 
which  is  to  be  reclaimed  and  added  to  the  industrial  tip  site. 
Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  additional 
land  as  required  and  the  total  cost  of  the  work  as  provisionally 
agreed  is  likely  to  be  in  the  region  of  a quarter  of  a million 
pounds.  75^  Exchequer  grant  will  be  available  and  of  the 
remaining  25?^,  the  Cheshire  County  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  one 
half.

No  Warfarin  resistance  has  yet  been  noted.  In  connection  with  the 
permanent  baiting  system  which  is  adopted  on  many  contracts,  a form 
of  wooden  baiti-ng  box  has  been  constructed  by  the  Engineers  and 
Surveyors  Department  on  a design  given  by  the  Ministry. 

Sewers  were  again  found  to  be  negative  on  test  baiting. 

EATER  SUPPLY. 

There  are  39  houses  and  farms  in  this  district  who  receive  an 
individual  private  water  supply. 

In  connection  with  the  new  water  mains  supply  at  Moreton,  only  two 
outlying  farms  and  two  houses  are  yet  to  bo  connected.  Statutory 
Notices  have  been  served  in  respect  of  the  houses  and  connection 
will  be'  enforced  in  due  course.

None  of  these  promises  receive 
water  from  a standpipe  but  all  have  a supply  direct  to  the  houses 
from  a public  water  main  with  the  exceptions  indicated  above.
